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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1, 30, and 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Bennett (3,803,354). 

Regarding claim 1, Bennet discloses a digital communication system showing an 
output drive logic (Figure 1) including a local data latch (shift register 10), a transmitter 
(12,14,16,18), and a receiver (Figure 2). The shift register 10 outputs true and 
complement signals at symmetrical output lines D and C, respectively. However, 
Bennet does not specify the core control logic to provide a data signal as claimed. In 
any event, the binary data input to shift register 10 is intended to receive any 
conventional digital device that outputs digital signals, such as a core control logic as 
claimed. Hence, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of the invention was made to include a core control logic or a video digital processing 
system into Bennet so that a digital signal could be provided at the input terminal of the 
shift register 10. 

Regarding claim 30, as mentioned in rejection to claim 1 , binary input to the 
shift register 10 could be any conventional digital device such as a video processor. 
Regarding claim 39, see rejection to claim 1. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 3-7, 31 and 40 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 32-38 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion

applicant's disclosure.
